. to drink from this inexhaustible fouri 


tain of zeal and faith and venerate th 
authority of the Holy See. The teach 
ers of the Roman faith iu all the worli 
are "to fly on the same day to the ohai 
of St. Peter to venerate the Roman Pon 
tiff, to succor his poverty with th 
Peter's pence, anu, like new magi, U 
confess openly in all the world that th< 
ricar of Christ is the King of kings.-' 


The same writer adds that "Peter's 


pence," which in the first months of the 
pontificate of Leo XIII. diminished so 
lunch that there was fear of its ceasin| 
altogether, has increased. The suddai 
drying -ap aftes the death of Pins IX. o 
this golden stream which emptied its 
wateis into the Vatican, excited the dis- 
may of the princes of the Church anc 
the Pope. Leo XIII. began immediately 
to make economies, to-cut down salaries, 
dismiss useless officials and reduce hi: 
own private expenses to the lowest.pos- 
sible figure. While Pius IX. sent $4,- 
000 every month, Leo XIII. spends only 
$300, including the table. An order 
was sent to the Roman Catholic bish- 
ops in all -the, world to appeal to. the 
people for aid, and the result has been 
very satisfactory to the Pope. 
It is 


now hoped that the annual revenue will 
at least equal half th'at receive'd by Pius 
IX. An idea of the immense ..-sums that 
were sent to the Vatican during the 
i-eign of Pius IX. may^be obtained fro^. 
the fact that $80,000 were-received in 
the mouth of January, 1878. This may 
have been more than usual, but even 
now Leo.XIII. confesses to having re- 
ceived $140,000 more in the first six 
months of 1879 than.in the same period 
of 1878. It is hislintention now to de- 
vote ,this, money to:wprts of,benevolence 
and to the support of schools. He gave 
lOO.OOOf a lew- months ago to the cleri- 
cal schools of .Home, at the same time 
making a. fierce attack on the Protestant 
ones.
